Machinists for Capital Airlines 
went on strike here at midnight 
Wednesday, joining others striking 
in 51 cities east of the Mississippi 
served by the airline.

Eisenhower refrained from en- 
dorsing Nixon’s statement in Chi- 
cago Monday night that the policy 
of former President Truman and 


Eisenhower-Dulles policy resulted 
in peace.” 
NEWS MEETING 

Asked about the statement at 
his news conference, Eisenhower 
said: 

“You are reading me a quota- 
tion that I haven't even read. But 
I do subscribe to this theory: 
Foreign policy ought to be kept 
out of partisan debate. 

“T realize that when someone 
makes a charge, another individ- 
ual is going to reply. I deplore 
that.” 

Dulles, who indicated Tuesday 
he regarded Nixon’s comment as 
going beyond the bounds of prop- 
er campaign discussion, took 

somewhat the same line. 


In about the nicest thing he has 
said about Harry S. Truman in 
years, Eisenhower said he notices 
that “one of our most prominent 
members of the other party is a 
man who happened to have borne 
the responsibility of the presiden- 
cy and he takes exactly the stand 
that I am just now expressing.’

Pumping Sheds Asked 


In Sewuge Complaint 


Fulton County’s commissioners went without their 
hinch Wednesday to give a full hearing to groups of 
citizens fighting a quarry operation at Red Oak and the 
location of a disposal plant on Long Island Creek. 


A morning hearing from citi- 
zens trying to have the Thames 
Quarry, off Buffington road in 
south Fulton closed, lasted so 
long that it had to be continued 
until next Wednesday so the com- 
missioners could hear from the 
Long Island group. 

The commissioners sent out for 
sandwiches and took up the dis- 
posal plant matter while munch- 
ing their lunch: 


ALTERNATE PLAN 

Attorney Morris Abram, rep- 
resented citizens who hired their 
own engineer to draw up an alter- 
nate plan to present the county. 


Basically, the Long Island Im- 
provement Assn. proposed that 
the county build a series of pump- 
ing stations and install pipelines 
to carry the sewage to the Clay- 


ton plant near Bolton, rather than 


building a new plant. 


Abram said that although the 
expense of the citizens’ proposal 
is $106,000 greater than the $558.,- 
750 the county expected to spend 
initially on the disposal plant, 
the pumping stations would’ be 
less expensive in the long run. 


The attorney pointed out that 
the pumping stations would 
handle twice the capacity as 
would the disposal plant, and 
that engineers admit the plant 


would have to be expanded in 
the near future at substantial 
costs. 


The commissioners emphasized 
they are interested in the alter- 
nate plan but said they would 
have to have detailed cost esti- 
mates made so they can know 
wheather the project will come 
within available funds. 


The hearing on the quarry, 
operated by Stockbridge Stone 
Co.,. was ordered by the com- 
missioners for the quarry opera- 
tors to show cause why the quar- 
ry should not be closed as a 
nuisance. 


SPOKE AT LENGTH 


The quarry operators did not 
get to finish presenting their side 
because opposing citizens spoke 
at length and broke into the 
quarry's presentation of its case 
to ask questions. 


Basically, the citizens contend 
their property has been damaged 
by vibrations from quarry dyna- 
mite blasts, that the blasts have 
filled in their wells, upset their 
nerves, devaluated their property, 
that quarry stone trucks are over- 
loaded and driven recklessly and 
that quarry operators have not 
lived up to promises —- made 
on previous. complaints

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Home Rule Plans 
Need More Thought 


How much home rule does Atlanta 
want and need? 

Certainly through the years it has 
been demonstrated that the principle of 
limited home rule is desirable and would 
speed up certain governmental processes 
considerably. But unlimited home rule 
which would require city-wide votes on 
every minute change in its charter could 
lead to virtual paralysis, defeating the 
very purpose for which home rule is 
sought. 

Ald. John White has announced pub- 
lic hearings Friday in order to explore 
the thinking of individuals and groups 
on the matter to present to the Fulton leg- 
islative delegation. This should be con- 
structive. Certainly in the field of taxa- 
tion, Atlanta and all other cities should 
be given more leeway to find sources of 
revenue now denied them. This, together 
with a better break in distribution - of 
state tax funds, appears an absolute ne- 
cessity if urban areas are to remain 
healthy. 

Experience of other cities outside of 
Georgia with home rule should be ex- 
plored before we attempt an experiment 
which might prove unwise. It is not just 
a political oversight that the General 
Assembly has been unable to agree upon 
either a constitutional or acceptable home 
rule measure in the past. 

The bill proposed by Ald. John White 
which would give the Board of Aldermen 
authority in tax and other matters makes 
more sense than an alternate proposal by 
the League of Women Voters providing 
for referendums and petitions on all mat- 
ters affecting the city charter. 

If every change required in govern- 
ment also required a referendum by the 
people, there very well might be a refer- 
endum every week. Certainly there would 
be no new taxes. And given the right of pe- 
tition, special interest groups and agita- 
tors could force referendums on any and 
all matters. Such political idiocy could 
result in near chaos and endless attacks 
on the charter itself. 

All these things must be considered in 
trying to find an acceptable proposal. 
Dangers inherent in unlimited home rule 
make it worse than no home rule at all. 
Special legislation which would apply to 
Atlanta alone and which, in effect, would 
override state laws already in effect is 
patently unconstitutional. 


The principle of more home rule is 
fine and the objectives of those seeking 
it are laudable. But in trying to find a 
constructive base, let’s not tie ourselves 
in a noose which would be self-defeating 
and destructive to the city’s future. Ad- 
ditional tax sources and more state aid 
cannot be found through local referen- 
dums.

Deputies digging into Henry's 
background said they were sur- 
prised by this development: de- 
spite a hoard of money in his 
bedroom, he was generous and 
careless with money. 


Investigators checking the litter 
in the charred bedroom where 
Henry was killed found many un- 
cashed checks in addition to cur- 
rency and coins. 


Henry, a bachelor, was found 
slain in a burning, locked bedroom 
of his Memphis animal hospital. 
His body lay in a litter of trash 
and cash. 


Firemen called to the clinic 
were astonished to find green- 


backs among the debris, boxes 
and old newspapers that cluttered 
the floor. Many of the bills were 
charred. There was no telling how 
many went up in smoke. 


In addition to the bills, coins 
were heaped high in two two- 
gallon buckets and a-gallon jar 
near the body. Estimates of the 
money—still to be counted—range 
from several hundred to several 
thousand dollars. 


Puzzled police reported that the 
bedroom’s two doors and only win- 
dow were locked. There was no 
sign of a forced entry, police said, 
other than where clinic employes 
kicked down a door to enter the 
burning room. 

Henry, a quiet, retiring man 
even at the University of Georgia, 
was almost unknown in Memphis. 
He had no close friends and his 
business associates knew little 
about his background, police said.

plans to open private, segregated 
schools had suffered another set- 
back. 


Arkansas Gov. Orval E. Faubus, 
in a Little Rock news conference, 
acknowledged the St. Louis court 
delay makes it more difficult to 
start private high school classes 
in private quarters. 


Faubus had hoped the Private 
Schools Corporation would be able 
to announce such plans Friday, as- 
suming the appeals court made 
its ruling. But as long as the re- 
straining order remained in effect, 
Little Rock’s public high school 
teachers were enjoined from tak- 
ing part in any plan to dodge the 
Supreme Court’s order for racial 
integration of the schools. 


NAACP ASKS EXTENSION 


At present, the issue hinges on 
the NAACP’s demand for a court 
order prohibiting leasing of the 
schools to a private institution. 
Judge Miller last September dis- 
missed the NAACP suit on 
grounds it involved the constitu- 
tionality of Arkansas laws and 
only a three-man court was em- 
powered to rule on it. 


In Wednesday's 45-minute hear- 
ing, NAACP counsel Thurgood 
Marshall told Judges M. Mc- 
Matthes, Harvey M. Johnsen and 
Joseph W. Woodrough that the 
anti-leasing injunction should be 
extended and the suit should be 
remanded back to Miller with 
“explicit instructions” to make a 
ruling. 


Attorneys for the Little Rock 
School Board and the Justice De- 
partment also wanted the case 
sent back to Judge Miller. 


However, school board attorney 
John N. Haley protested that the 
board was “neutral” in the case 
and “‘is out of the high school bus- 
iness because of the recently 
passed Arkansas laws.” 


Haley said that the dispute 
really lay between the courts 
and the corporation. He declared 
that “fair play would best be 
served” by bringing the corpora- 
tion into court for a full hearing.

A. Many a well-meant week- 
end becomes an ordeal for both 
parties, even when you try your 
best, so don’t let it get you 
down. After all, taking two 
families who probably don’t 
know each other too well and 
plunging them into 48 hours of 
inescapable intimacy can be a 
jarring experience.

Following this prelude, 
the disease really starts in ear- 
nest with bouts of painful spasms 
involving the Muscles of the jaw 
neck, back and abdomen.

. There is practically a whole farm a-growing right across the 
" street from the state capitol building in the Department of Agri- 
" culture’s beautiful office building. The “farm’’—or most of it—is 
* located on the roof.of the building, where there is a hothouse for 
> plants and a “barn” for chickens and animals. ’ 


"The. department, as every farmer knows, tests seeds and 
“plants to make sure the producer of the seeds or plants has 
- labeled them correctly. With seeds, this testing is done in germi- 
‘nation “ovens” in the building mostly, but plants and some seeds 
‘are grown right through to maturity in the hothouse on the roof, 


“We are testing some tomato plants there now,” E. E. Win- 
stead, seed analyst, said. ““‘There was a complaint that some plants 
sold were producing little, yellow ‘love apples’ instead of big, red 
tomatoes. We are going to see if the complaints are true.” 


The animals come under the province of Miss Margaret Ann 
Leitheiser, animal pathologist for the department. They are kept 
in pens in the barn for observation and testing. Miss Leitheiser 
also runs pathological tests on animals which have died to de- 

. termine cause of death.

When There’s No Football To Play

Tragedies like the one that happeried at Cedartown Sunday 
always leave us wondering how some parents can possibly object 
to their sons “going out” for the high school football team. 


We've always figured that more youngsters 
would be seriously hurt doing whatever they'd 
be doing if they weren't playing competently 
supervised football—gunning the hot rod down the 
highway, hunting, roaming the streets looking for

For those who missed the story: Bobby Ham- 
rick, a very fine 16-year-old boy who was on the 
verge of becoming a top star at tackle for Coach 
Doc Ayers’ Cedartown team, went hunting with 
three other players Sunday. 


The boys were walking single file through the 
woods when tripped. His .22-caliber rifle 
accidentally discharged and killed him. 


It was only last year that such sorrow also was known at’ 
Americus. Bill Dykes, 220-pound center and a college prospect, was 
the victim of a gun accident—during an idle weekend respite fol- 
lowing an early-season Friday game. So often such tragedy strikes, 
not on the football field, where the best of supervision is provided, 
but during the weekend lull when players turn to other things.

BY BILLY SIXTY 


Use Pencil Test for Proper Fit 

When buying a ball, as is recommended for all bowlers, be sure 
you're fitted with a perfect grip. Precision instruments for measur- 
ing both size of holes and the angles at which they are bored 


make this possible. 

If you’re using a rack ball, 
apply a simple pencil test to de- 
termine whether the ball fits your 
hand. Hold the ball in the palm 
of the left hand and insert the 
fingers and then the thumb of 
the right hand. Lift the ball. Slip 
a pencil through the opening be- 
tween the palm of the hand and 
the rim of the ball as you see 
done in today‘s illustration. The 
space should be just enough to 
permit insertion of the pencil. 


A grip with a span that’s too 
narrow causes pinching the ball. 
The result is pressure on the 
thumb, causing blisters. Friction

on the hand should be kept at a minimum by proper handling handling of 
the ball and by a ball that fits perfectly. 


Occasionally a blister will develop, especially early in the ‘sea- 
son, before the thumb is hardened and accustomed to pressure. 


Take care of a blister immediately. 


Wash the hand thoroughly 


with warm, but not hot, water. Apply either liquid court plaster 
or collodion. Cover this with a thin layer of cotton and then apply 
more liquid. Let it dry thoroughly. Chances are you'll be able to 
finish at least a three-game series without any great pain or in- 


convenience. 


If the thumb shows a pronounced tendency to blister, check 


your form in an effort to léarn whether unnecessary friction may 
be the cause. And, if at all possible, take time out from bowling 
until the thumb is completely healed.

Fare Rise 
Granted to 
Airlines 


WASHINGTON (#—The Civil 
Aeronautics Board has authorized 
the nation’s airlines to boost their 
prices in several categories, in- 
cluding the cost of round-trip tick- 
ets and family-plan fares. The 
airlines can put the changes into 
effect any time after midnight 
Sunday, on filing a formal pro 
posal with the CAB. 


All increases will expire next 
July 31. The board said it wanted 
to keep the increases on a tempo- 
rary basis because it hopes to 
complete by next summer a broad 
inquiry into all passenger fares. 
Changes authorized include: 


1. Elimination of the current 5 
per cent discount on round trips, 
circle trips in which the traveler 
takes a different route home, and 
open-jaw trips in which he returns 
from a city other than his out- 
bound destination. 


2. Elimination of fare conces- 
sions on stopovers. At present the 
traveler can stop at any point 
along his route and have his fare 
computed on the basis of the 
whole trip. 


These two types of changes 
were requested by eight airlines— 
American, National, Northeast, 
Trans-World, United, Continental, 
Eastern and Delta. 

3. Increases in family - plan 
fares, in which the head of a 
family pays full fare and other 
family members accompanying 


him get reduced fares.
